PULLED DOWN. 


‘Some Interesting History. 


Another old Hongkong building 
is soon to make way for a now 
structure, built on modera linés. 
This is the block facing Queon's 
Road ant known ‘os Victoria 
Buildings, and forming ono of 
the oldest‘oifico premixes in the 
Colony. ‘ The Nethorlands. Trad- 
ing Society have moved from tho 
ground floor into their new place 
noarby, the firm of Chater and 
Mody and the Hongkong Land 
Investment and Agency Co., Ltd,| 
havo moved tc.Ice House Streot, 
and tho only offices occupiod 
in- Victoria Buildings . to-day 
aro those of Messrs, Porcy 
Smith, Seth ond Fleming. Very 
shortly the structure. will be 
domolished, to make place fora 
six-storoyed building,’ with,base-. 
ment, erected by the ‘prosont 
owner, a well-known Chinose 
business man. 

BUILT IN 1860. 

In an interview with. Sir Paul 
Chater this morning, 9 Telegraph 
represontative learned some ‘of 
tho history of Victoria Buildings. 
Erected about 1860, the first 
officos thero were occupied hy 
Messrs. Lyall, Still and Company, 
a firi since dofunct. The original 
property extonded right through 

m Queon’s Road to Dos Vorux 
Road. : : : 

Some time later, the building 
was. purchused by Mossrs. Jar- 
dine, Matheson aond.Co, and they 
wore in occupation ‘for ‘& con- 
sidorablo period. In 1884, ‘they 
sold the promises ‘to Sir Paul 
Chater, and.’ Messrs. Chater 
and Mody moveil-in and tho firm 
has remained thera up to practi- 
cally a fow days ago. a 

In February, 1919, the portion 
frofiting on Des Vooux load was 
sold by tho firm’ of Chgter and 
Mody to tho Bank of” Canton. 
This part was pulled down, and 
the site is now occupied’ by the 
imposing bullding just completed: 
The portion facing Queen's Road 
was sold to Mr.‘ Pun Yick-cho in 
April; 1921, This is now-to pass 
into the handg of the contractors’ 
workmen, .and make way for 
another addition to the fine 
modern structures of the..city. 
Thus will pass another link with 
olden-day Hongkong. 

THE NEW. BUILDING.

REPARATION COMMITTEE'S, REPORT FORECASTED. 
, , ; Paris, April 8 


The first report of the experts on Reparations, to be published ‘ 


to-morrow, is a huge document of sixty pages. According to forecast 
it proposes that Germany ‘should immediately pay 16  milliard gold 
marks, aiso annual payments of between a mintmum of 1,400 millions 
and a maxinium of 2,000 millions.of gold marks. ’ 

Alternatively-ahe will pay one milllard. of gold ‘marks the: first 
year, 1,200 mijlions the second and third years, 1,760 millions the 
fourth yenr, 2,460 ‘millions the fifth’ year, and onwards. 

After the sixth year the Repayations Commission demand supple- 
mentary payments, calculated on the basis of Germany's prosperity, 
possibly amounting to several hundred milliond | of gold marks, 

The German railways are‘to be handed over for 60 years to an 


‘International company, with a capital of twenty-six milliards of gold 


marks, of which the’ Reparation Commission will hold eleven milliards 
of 656 debentures, giving an annual yield of 660 millions of gold 
marke ufter the fourth year. : eee 

Without entering into the question of the military occupition of 
the Ruhr, the experts think that Germany's economic restoration can 
fully re-established; and 
they suggest a permanent committee of five experts, with cu Pre- 
sident nominated by the Reparation Commission, -to reguiata .the 
movement of German capital, and to administer the capital left tam- 
porartly in Germany.—Renter. :

FINGERPRINTS AND | 
PHOTOGRAPHY. - 


[{“ TELEGRAPH" SPECIAL] 


The detection pf oriminals- by 
moans of thoir fingor-prints forms 
a vory fascinating subject of study 
for tho layman. The writer has 
just beon shown over the now 
Dopartmont - of - 
which has beon recontly ostablish- 
od as an adjunct to[the Detec- 
tive Office at tho Hongkong Police 
Headquartors and was given a 
vory intorosting demonstration of 
the work in process. very day, 
it seems, thoro are numerous pri- 
goners whose finger improrsions 
are left behind in the Records 
Offico before they onter the 
rocessus of tho adjoining Victoria 
Gaol. The number of such prints 
now taken reachos the treimen- 
dous total of: some 60,000, The 
work of classification and apsom- 
bling ofthese records ix a process 
which roquires the minutest core, 
but wheti once that is achioved it 
is a fairly easy duty. for the, 
finger-prints oxport to look up the 
vaat array of files ‘and lay his 
hands right on the required shect. 


PECULIAR F FORMATIONS. 


How the classificution is nude 
appoars to bo simple -onough 
when explained with tho. aid of 
lantern slidos. A number of 
theso having been ‘prepared by 
Cr. Sergeant {%. Vincent, .the 
technical officer in charga of the 
nowly-established Photographic 
Dopartment, some interesting 
facts about tho skin of human 
beings were made plain under the 
light east by the powarful lons of 
tho apparatus, One peculiar 
formation of tho ridges of the 
skins of the thumbs and fingers

Tho mothod 
followed by him and. every othor 
fingerprint expert is to clussify 
‘impressions— into the ~groups 
mentioned above, of which: thore 
aro oight; then to sub-divide theso 
groups again into sections which 
are arrived at by counting tho rid- 
gos, or following the formation of 
tho loups, from the central "core." 
It ig an acceptod fact that ho two 
finger prints ore exactly alike, 
but by moans of this classification, 
which has’ boon arrived at aftora 
careful study of the ridges paculiar], 
to the formation of. the skin, there 
is very little that has mot boon 
achioved in bringing’ this vary 
useful ranch of criminology up 
to o stato‘of wonderful accuracy.
